naturelles, etce.—it has of late confined itself to military and educational 
works. The firm publish the Army List, (annuaire milituire.) the official 
text-books of the army, particularly works on artillery, such as the Aide- 
memoire, and the great work on the siege of Sebastopol. Their printing 
generally is above the average of the Paris press; they excel in music- 
printing, bibles, and Protestant educational books, and have besides a 
large share in the Government (or administrative) printing, in which 
they compete successfully with the well-known firm of P. Dupont & Co., 
of Paris. 

Strasbourg was the origin, in 1770, of the famous firm of Zreutlel & 
Wartz, which flourished in Paris and in London, but which, unlike the 
houses just mentioned, did not combine the two branches of printing and 
publishing, but cultivated only the latter and the book trade generally. 
Their Strasbourg firm is still existing, and the Paris house is continued 
under the firm of Jung-Treuttel. 

We had written thus far, and intended to note some more of the 
Parisian firms of eminence, when a police case came under our own 
notice, which may be interesting to readers of the Bookseller, and as it 
will occupy the remainder of this month’s space, We must reserve our 
remarks upon other houses till the next issue. 

Two young men, Renaud and Pineau, aged about 20, who had been 
for some months in the employ of the respectable firm of Messrs. J. B. 
Bailliére & Sun, were on the 7th inst. arraigned before the assizes of the 
Seine for robbing their employers. It appears that Renaud was, ou the 
24th January, caught in the act of taking a parcel of books off the prem- 
ises, but as this was supposed to be an isolated case, he was summarily 
dismissed» On making inquiry the following day, it was discovered that 
many books were missing, some of which were found on neighboring 
book-stalls, and that more still had been offered for sale. Pineau, who 
had been out all day collecting, did not return, and as suspicion also 
rested on him, both were arrested. They both confessed that ever since 
October last they had been in the habit of stealing books, which they 
deposited at the lodgings of a friend, who would appear to have had a 
guilty knowledge, and that. they employed waiters of cafés and restau- 
ants to dispose of the volumes, under the pretence of their belonging to 
medical students, etc. Amongst the witnesses were several second-hand 
booksellers, to whom the president of the court addressed a well-deserved 
admonition, on account of the facilities they afforded dishonest persons 
in the disposal of books which were evidently quite new and uncut; and 
as the trade allowance upon medical works in Paris is but 10 or 15 per 
cent., it was pretty clear that they were aware of property having been 
stolen. It stiould be mentioned that dealers in second-hand books are 
obliged to register the names of the persons of whom they buy, the titles 
of the books, and the prices paid for them. The accused were sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment.

Messrs. Longman & Co. will publish in a few days, Egyptian Sepulchres 
and Syrian Shrines, including some stay in the Lebanon, at Palmyra, and in 
Western Turkey, by Emily A. Beaufort, with illustrations in Chromo-lithog- 
raphy and on Wood, from drawings by the author, and a map; 2 vols, 
Their latest list of works preparing for immediate publication also comprises, 
The Comets, a popular Treatise, reprinted from Arago’s Popular Astronomy, 
with a Preface and brief Account of the Comets recently discovered, by 
Robert Grant; The Sisters and other Poems, by Aubrey de Vere; Jerusa- 
lem, by Thomas Lewin; A Glossary of Mineralogy, by H. W. Bristow, and 
numerous other works. 
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The Author of the Heir of Redelyffe is preparing for publication a work 
entitled Christian Names, their History and Derivation. 


Mr. Alexander Bain, the Professor of Logie at Aberdeen, is about to pub- 
lish a work On the Study of Character, including an Estimate of Phrenology. 


Mr. C. J. Stewart is about to publish a fac-simile of the celebrated copy 
of the Speculum Humane Salvationis preserved in the British Museum, with 
an historical and bibliographical introduction by J. P. Berjeau. The work 
will form one vol. folio, with 63 plates. Only 155 copies will be printed. 


Mr. Alexander Smith’s new poem, entitled Edwin of Deira, will be pub- 
lished this week by Messrs.,Maemillan & Co. 


Mr. Bentley will publish immediately a fourth volume of Memoirs of My 
Own Time, by M. Guizot, containing a narrative of the events at the critical 
period of the Eastern Question. 


Mr. Stanford of Charing Cross will publish this week Recollections of A. 
N. Welby Pugin, and his Father, Augustus Pugin, wich notices of their 
works, by Benjamin Ferrey, with an Appendix, by E. Sheridan Purcell. 


Mr. Thomas Hood, son of the poet, is about to publish an edition of hi 
father’s writings far more complete than any that has hitherto appeared. 
In addition to the Poems and Essays which are well known, it will comprise 
a number of seattered contributions to various periodicals which Mr. Hood 
has been at great pains to trace out. Some of these will, for the admirers of 
Ilood, possess a curious interest, as showing his opinions on bocks and things 
at various periods of his life. Many readers of Mr. Dickens's story of the 
Old Curiosity Shop must have wondered where the review of that novel 
from the pen of Thomas Hood to which Mr. Dickens alludes so feelingly 
could be found. It appeared, we believe, in the Atheneum, and will be one 
of Hood's many contributions to that journal which will now for the first 
time be reprinted. Mr. Hood asks for assistance from any persons who, 
from their own knowledge, may enable him to render the forthcoming edition 
more complete. 


A new weekly journal to be entitled The Quiver, is announced by Messrs. 
Cassell, Petter, & Galpin for appearance at the beginning of September. It 
will be of a popular though religious character. 


The names of Elizabeth Barrett Browning and of Sir Francis Palgrave 
must be added to our fortnightly obituary. Mrs. Browring died on the 29th 
ult., at Florence, where she had resided for some years with her husband, 
Mr. Robert Browning, the well known author of Paracelsus. She had suf- 
fered from early life from an illness which compelled her to live in a great 
degree retired from the world. Although her poems, from their mystical 
character and other peculiarities, have not been widely popular, they have 
been recognized by all poetical readers as abounding in marks of a genius of 
the highest order. Her two volumes of collected poems, and her tale in 
verse entitled Aurora Leigh, are perhaps the best known of her works. Her 
latest production was, we believe, her Poems before Congress, a number of 
lyries upon the recent struggle in Italy. 


Sir Francis Palgrave died on the 6th inst., at the age of 78. His most 
important and valuable work was probably his History of Normandy and 
England ; but he was well known to scholars by a variety of less important 
labors, no less than by his position as Assistant Keeper of Public Records. 
Sir Francis was a convert from the Jewish faith, and had changed his name 
from Cohen, in which name he first won his reputation as a scholar and 
antiquary. 

Mr. Dicey is now in Turin, completing and verifying his Memoir of Count 
Cavour, to be published by Messrs. Macmillan & Co.

It is 
illustrated from original drawings, by F. O. C. Dariey, with an illuminated 
cover by John A. Hows. The same publisher favors us with another vol- 
ume of the beautiful edition of Cooper, lately published by W. A. Town- 
sexp & Co., making the thirty-first, and leaving but one more to comp'ete 
the set. It contains several illnstrations after Darley. In noticing Mr. 
Gregory's publications in our last number we were in error in stating that 
he had been a special partner in the firm of W. A. Townsend & Co. 


Tue American Tract Society publish three abridgments of well known 
and interesting biographies of soldiers, intended to promote the present and 
future welfare of those who have enlisted in the present unhappy war. They 
are respectively entitled, “ Memoir of Capt. M. M. Hammond, Rifle Brigade, 
who fellin the Siege of Sebastopol, at the age of thirty-one ;” Memorials of Capt. 
Hedley Vicars, Ninety-Seventh Regiment of the British Army,” and “ A Bio- 
graphical Sketch of Sir Henry Havelock, K. C. B.,” by the Rev. William Brock. 
Of the foregoing it is said by the publishers:—‘* No recent uninspired books 
have done so much to quicken the interest of the public in the spiritual wel- 
fare of the soldiers, or to teach soldiers themselves how to live a Christian 
life and die a Christian death, as the three memoirs here noticed. Ourreligious 
community have read them with avidity and with great profit; and they 
have been specially welcomed in the army, and by those who have friends 
in the army.

They also publish 
the edition for 1862 of their ** Family Christian Almanac,” which is got up in 
the usual neat and attractive style that has always distinguished it.
